The Wencworth Military 
Academy of today Is vastly 
different from the Wentworth 
of 1880.

In 1981 a Second Century 
Development Fund was initiated 
to update the canpus needs. A 
building plan was started 
where the fire of August 7, 
1975, mercilessly left only a 
shell of what was old "D" 
Company. Along with it, the 



band ronn, the rifle range, 
the military department, our 
maintenance department, and 
part of the administrative 
offices were lost. 

Today with the support of 
aluaml, parents and all of 
those who Wentworth holds a 
special meaning to, a new 
building Is presently being 
erected. 

Yet from year to year, 
Wentvorth, as it always has, 
obtains one major goal: "To 
succeed In giving the best 
education It possiblv can."
